if you think these advantages an inadequate recompence. for 
what you resign, dismiss your scypples this instant, and be a 
slave-merchant, a parasite, or--- what you please. 

If these be motives weak, break off betimes ; 


and as you have not spirit to assert the dignity of virtue, be 
wise enough not to forego the emoluments of vice. : 

I much admire the spirit of the ancient philosophers, in that 
they never attempted, as our moralists often do, to lower the 
tone of philosophy, and make it consistent with all the in- 
dulgences of indolence and sensuality. They never thought of 
having the bulk of mankind for their disciples; but kept 
themselves as distinct as possible from a worldly life. They 
plaimly told men what sacrifices were required, and what ad- 
yantages they were which might be expected.

The poets have been a very unreasonable race, 
and have often complained loudly of the neglect of genius and 
the ingratitude of the age. The tender and pensive Cowley, 
and the elegant Shenstone, had their minds tinctured by this 
discontent; and even the sublime melancholy of Young was 
too much owing tothe stings of disappointed ambition. 

The moderation we have been endeavouring to inculeate, 
will likewise prevent much mortification and disgust in our 
commerce with mankind. As we ought not to wish in our- 
selves, so neither should we expect in our friends contrary 
qualifications. Young anc sanguine, when we enter the world, 
and feel our affections drawn forth by es particular cxcel- 
lente in a character, we immediately give it credit for al 
others ; and are beyond measure disgusted when we comé t6 
discover, @& we soon must discover, the defects in the other 
side of the balance. But nature is much more frugal than to 
heap ey all manner of shining qualities in one glaring 
mass. ike a judicious painter, she endeavours to preserve 







of absolute perfection are only to be met with in romance ; 
where exquisite beauty and brilliant wit, and profound judg- 
ment, and immaculate virtue, are all blended together to 
adorn some favourite character. As an anatomist knows that 
the racer cannot have the strength and muscles of the draught 
horse; and that winged men, gryffons, atid mermaids, must 
be mere creatures of the imagination; so the philosopher is 
sensible that there:are combinations of moral qualities, which 
never can take place but in idea. There is a different air 
and complexion in characters, as well as in faces, tho” perhaps 
each equally beautiful ; and the excellencies of cne cannot be 
transferred to the other. Thus, if one man possesses a steical 
apathy of soul, acts independent of the opinion of the world, 
and fulfils every duty with mathematical exactness, you must 
not expect that marto be greatly influenced by the weakness 
of pity, or the partialities of friendship; you must not be 
offended that he does not fly tomeet you, after a short absence ; 
or require from him the convivial spirit and honest effusions 
of a warm, open, susceptible heart. If an other be remark- 
able for a lively active zeal, inflexible integrity, a strong in- 
‘dignation against vice, and freedom in reproving it, he will 
probably have séme little bluntness in his address, not alto- 

ther suitable to polished life ; he witl want the winning arts 
fof conversation ; he will disgust by a kind of haughtiness 
‘and negtigence in his manner, and often hurt the delicacy of 
‘his acquaintance, with harsh and disagreeable truths. 

We usually say, that man is a genius, du¢ he hag some 
whims and oddities ; such a oné has 4 very general knowledge 
but he is superficial ; &c. Now, in all such cases we should 
~peak more rationally, ditt we substitute ‘Acrefore for bur. 
Me‘is a genius, thetcfore he is whimsical ; and the like. It 
is the fanit of the presetit age, owing to the freer commerce 
‘which different ranks and professions now enjoy with each 
other, that characters ate not marked with sufficient strength: 
the several classes run too much one into the other. We

The 
passions ant inclinations of others are his tools, which he can 
nse with as much precision as he would the mechanic pow- 
ers, and he can as readily make allowance for the working 
of vanity, or the bias of self interest in his friends, as for the 
power of friction, or the irregularities of the necble.

All men find by experience, that, in the morning before 
uey have eaten, they are light and pleasantly easy in their 
bodies ; but after they have indulged their appetites with plen- 
ty of food, they find themselves heavy and dull, and often 
sleepy ; which sufficiently shews, that those full meals are pre 
judicial to the health of the body. The most unhealthy are found 
among those who feed high upon the most delicious danties, 
and drink nothing but the strongest and spirituous liquors ; 
whereas others, who want this delicate fare, are seldom sick. 
except they have such insatiable appetites as to eat too much. 
That to sup sparingly is most healtful, may be inferred from 
the experience of an infinite number of persons who have re 
ceived the greatest benefit from light suppers. The stomach 
got being over-burthened, sleep is rendered more pleasant ; 
va sparing —— the — of humours, which cause 
defiuxions, gouts, rheumatism, dropsies, giddiness, and corrup- 
‘ton in the moyth from the scurvy, is prevented.

When we advert tothe solemn assurance of the British go- 
vernment that their offensive orders in council should be with- 
drawn as scon as the obnoxious Berlin and Milan decrees were 
retracted; When we reflect that instead of executing that as- 
surarce with the fidelity it had inspired, they interposed a pre- 
liminary condition as impractadle as it is unjust; and finally 
when we take into view the disengenuous artifices, the wanton 
miscenstruction, and absurd perversion of public law, to which 
the ministry have resorted to extenuate théir atrocities, we 
have scarcely reason to hope for an adequate atonement for 
the various and deep injuries we have sustained. 

lt were almost necdiess to say, that though glodmy clouds 
hang with threatening presage over our tical horizon we 
continue to confide ia the firmness, wisdom and inflexible in- 
tegrity of our national administration. . It is in times like these 
when foreign powers, regardless of the principles of justice,

THE ANSWER 
Of the Senate of the State of New-York, to the Specch 
of his Excellency the Governor. 


Sir, The speech of your Excellency has been received, and 
will be considered by the Senate with ali the respectful atten- 
tion due to its importance, its patriotic spirit, and,its enlight- 
ed regard fer the interests of the state. 

The distinguished merits of the inestimable man whe 
iately for a series of years presided over the deiiberations of 
the senate, have been repeatedly acknowledged by the suffra- 
ves of his country, and have been forcibly felt by all who knew 
him in private, and who acted with him in public life. Hav- 
ing been connected with him by the most intimate official re- 
lations, and having witnessed the propriety, impartiality, and 
integrity of his off 
his life, the senate cannot but feel and express the utmost sen- 
sibility at this final separatioa. 

The impartiality, fidelity, and independence with which 
the United States have discharged their duties to the other 
nations of the earth, in a period of war, convulsion, and calam- 
ity, unprecedented in the annals of mankind, exhibit the most 
honourable testimony of the virtue and wisdom of our govern- 
ment and must ever be a source of congratulation to every 
friend of our country. As a similar course of justice and mo- 
deration has not been obs¢rved to us by the Belligerent pow- 
ers: as they have violated, in their conduct to the United 
States, every mayim of justice, and every injunction of national 
law, we confidently anticipate from the national government 
the adoption of proper measures to vindicate the rights and 
to assert the honour of cur country: and we are persuaded 
that every good citizen will render his utmost support to a 
wise and virtuous administration, so justly entitled to the 
affections ofthe American peopie. 

Whatever may be our relative situation with fcreign nations, 
whether it is decreed in the councils of the Almighty, that ave 
are to enjoy the blessings of peace, or to enlist in the desolat- 
ing wars which affect the eastern hemisphere, it is our duty to 
cultivate the great sources of individual and natural prosperity 


~which have been bestowed upon us by the bounty of heaven ; 


and we therefore observe with the highest satisfaction, the ra- 
pid growth ard general establishment of manufactures, and 
the attention which is given to the extension of the means of in- 
tercourse between different parts of the state. A communica- 
tion by water between the great lakes and the Hudson’s river, 
we consider an object of the frst importance to the interests 
of agriculture and commerce, and as the most powerful mean 
that can be devised of embracing the affections, and consolidat- 
ing the union of the Atlantic and Western states. 

The liberal fund appropriated for the endowment of common 
schools, is no less honourable to the state, than it will be useful 
to the cause of virtue and rcligion, and the preservation of our 
republican government: and we shall be always happy to 
countenance such measures as may promote the efficacy and 
extend the utility of this beneficial system. 

The Senate are fully persuaded that the renewed expres- 
sions of the public confidence in your Excellency, has been 
merited by your devotion to the public welfare: and we assure 
you, Sir, that we shall cordially co-operate with the other de- 
partments ojehe government, in devoting ourselves ‘ with one 
heart and one mind to the important duties before us.”

I learnt that the Essex frigate had arrived at.L.’Oriem on ihe

Pernicicus Effiets of the Effuvia of Quicksilver.—It is 
stated ina letter from Cadiz, that after a hurricane, the Tri- 
umph’s boats picked up near 700 baxes of quicksilver, which 
for the purpose of being taken care of, were stowed in the 
store-rooms and the hold; but the heat having caused the 
boxes to crack, several tons of the subtile fluid ran through 
the ship, which had such an effect on the crew, that 300 of 
them were obliged to be shifted into transports, several of 
whom, it was feared cannot recover. The provisions also par- 
took of the pernicicus influence ; and the Triumph was or- 
dered to Gibraltar to be cleared immediately.

No sooner did his Imperial Majesty get sight of our 
hero, than he lighted from his carriage, and taking Claude af- 
fectionately by the hand, carefully examined his jetty phiz and 
woolly head, with great sceming, satisfaction. Having suffi- 
ciently gratified his curiosity, after asking Claude to what shi 
he belonged, he returned to his carriage.--Next day the Admi- 
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ral of the port, with a royal guard, went on board the President), 


Adams, and took possession of Claude for his Majesty. He 
was taken tothe royal paiace, arrayed in gold lace livery and 
a high station-assigued him in the imperial household--Having 
mentioned tat he had a family in this country, the Emperor 
applied t our minister, Mr. Adams, who has accordingly writ- 
ten to Win. Gray, Esq. of Boston, requesting him to forward 
Claude's wife (Phillis) and children to Russia. Mr. Gray has 
informed Phillis, who lives in this town, that she shall be well 
accommedated in a ship of his which sails next montlr; but 
we learn she declined going, at the same time declaring that 
she prefers living in a tree country.--Claude we understand is 
weil satistied with his situation, and wishes his family to join 
hin. [he cause of the Emperor's strange partiality for him, 
can be accounted for in no other way, than by supposing that 
he vever saw a negro before. We understand, he has signifi- 
ed (through Mr. Adams) to the owners of the ship, iis willing- 
ness to indemnify them for Any damage they may have sus- 
tained, in consequence of the detention of Claude. 

Among the ordinances promulgated at St. Helena, in 1709.
